The secretary read a report pre- 
sented by the committee of six (3 
country and 3 town members), ap- 
pointed at the last meeting in con- 
nection with the formation and con- 
ducting of a Junior Grain Ciub and 
and a Junior Livestock fair. 

Mr. Halstead stated he was willing 
to look after the enrollment mem- 
bers and had in his possession the 
necessary forms. The report suggest- 
ed that the Association take immed 
iate steps to form a Junior G:ain 
Club for 1938, 

The committee recommended that 
the Association conduct a livestock 
fair this fall to be held at some 
central point in order to reduce the 
distance travelled by the menes. 

After some discussion it was iel 
by the members present that thi: 
committee proceed with the re.om- 
mendations of the report to enro.* 
members for the Grain Club Compet 
ition for 1938, and to solicite entrie: 
for the stock for the live stock fair 
this fall and that a grant of $50 to 
wards prizes for the livestock {ai. 
be made by the Association.

‘TO DISCONTINUE» 
RELIEF AFTER 
JUNE FIRST

A special meeting of the council was 
held in the town office Wednesday 
evening last week for the purpose of 
re-arranging the relief scale. 

In view of the recomemndations of 
the Department of Relief and Public 
Welfare in connection with the fe- 
duction of relief at this season of the 
year, the relief scale at present in 
use was given very careful considera- 
tion and it was felt that now the sea- 
son had opened up for employment 
that relief recipients should co-operate 
and endeavor to secure employment 
and relieve taxpayers of some of tris 
burden. Accordingly a new scale of 
relief for the month of May stipulates 
that relief for families will be $12.50 
and $15.00. 

A motion carried as follows: That 
the above scole of relief be adopted 
for the month of May and that all re- 
lief recipients be notified of this scala 
and also that all relief will ‘be discon- 
tinued after thle May issue. And thai 
they are expected to plant and care 
for a garden and produce sufficient 
vegetables to provide themselves with 
theis needs for another season. 

Tuc Town Council has received the 
following letter from the Bureau of 
Relicf: 

In view of the return of moderate 
weather conditions the demand and 
necessity for relief should be greatly 
reduced and many unemployed who 
ace now being assisted should be in 
formed that they must exhaust ever, 
effort to seek employment with ¢ 
view of becoming self supporting 
Lhe:e may be cases where the employ 
er will not be in a financiai pos.tioi 
to pay wages in cash, but may con 
tribute by supplying farm produce ir. 
retuen for work, and when issuin. 
authorities consider it necessary t: 
grant assistance in such cases, th 
matter should be referred to tii 
sffice, together with their recommen 
lation. 

Single men in rural disricts re 
seiving employment relief other thar 
hose provided for through the Un 
mploy'ment Relief Commissio: 
should be advised that relief wiil b 
discontinued after May Ist, 1937, 

Any man refusing to work whe 
requested to do so should be wa ne 
that he is likely to be cut off relie 
forthwith, It is, of course, not ths 
intention to force a_ recipient t 
work off his relief at a time whe 
he could be more profitabiy employed 
at his own vocation, such as farming 
in the proper season, 

The co-operation of all municipal- 
ities and other issuing authorities is 
asked in assisting the department to 
place relief on as sound a basis ag 
possible, thereby relieving the tax- 
payer of some of tlye burden of relief 
by insisting that all recipients must 
exhaust every means to provide fo 
themselves hereafter before relief is 
granted, 

As it is impossible to give any as- 
surance that unemployment _ relief 
will be continued indefinitely you 
should take this occasion to advise 
each relief recipient of the necessity 
of arranging his affairs so that he 
may be in a position to reserve suf- 
fcient from his reasonable income to 
provide for himself and his family 
during the winter month's, when very 
little work is usually ava‘lable. Any 
ot those who have been on_ relief 
should be advised that they must 
plant and care for a garden to the sat- 
isfaction of the issuing authorities in 
order that they may be able to have 
sufficient vegetables to carry them 
through the winter months, as veget- 
ables will not be supplied in districts 
where gardens could have been plant- 
ed,

' THE WORLD OF 
WHEAT 


By H. G. L. Strange, Director of 
“Crop Testing 


Plan” 


The fondest hopes cf thousands of 
Western farming families were ruth- 
lessly detroyed in 1916 by the igrim 
killer—black stem rust. 

“We must help these suffering peo- 
ple” exclaimed Dr. Buller, head of the 
Botany Department, University of 
Manitoba. He jumped on a train and 
proceeded to the rust infected State 
of Minnesota to find out what the 
scientists there were doing tv combat 
the enemy. 

Dr. Buller’s recommendations for 
Canada’s action were submitted to 
Ottawa. Dr. Grisdale, Deputy Min- 
ister of Agriculture, and Dr. Gussow, 
Dominion Botanist, were pointly re 
sponsible for the quick allocation of 
$5,000 for rust investigational work. 

Research laboratories were soon 
established at Indian Head and Bran- 
don; then later at the University of 
Saskatchewan; all under the _ direc- 
tio of Professor Fraser, 

The same destruction of Western 
crops by rust, however occured again 
in 1923. 

“Much more must be done by the 
government to save these crops and 
homes,” urged the Dominion minister 
of agriculture, Mr. Motherwell. Back- 
ed up by Dr. Tory, of the research 
council, Mr, Motherwell, in 1924, ob- 
tained from parliament $50,000,000, 

With this fund, in 1923, the present 
Rust Research Laboratory at Winni- 
peg was built, directed by Dr, Bail- 
ey until 1928; since then by the able 
scientist, Dr, Craigie.

Social security is centuries old to 
the primitive Eskimos of remote!

They provide for their aged and 
needy through “gift festivals’ a! 
noted German scientist, Dr. Hans) 
Himmelherber, disclosed after a five- 
months’ study of the natives. 

“All festivals are held mainly to 
exchange gifts, everyorte making 
what he can to give away, even kay- 
aks (skin boats) and 100-yard long! 
seal nets, thus showing his value to 
the community.

or hanged—-as the case may be. 
Every crowd hungers for excitement 
and is looking for a thrill. Every 
blood- 
thirsty. With all his clothing and 
culture, Man remains a savage, a 
fact that becomes obvious when a 
few of them run together. 

The breath going out of thousands 
of throats made a low murmur as 
the murderer, William Turney, in his 
grave clothes and pinioned, came in- 
to public view and stoutly mounted 
the stairs of the scaffold platform. A 


| priest walked beside him, Behind 


them strode a hangman, who was 
closely masked.

The poor simple 
woman was no scholar; and she ask- 
ed a neighbor to read it for her, The 
letter told her the sack of money 
was hidden under a loose board in 
the floor of their backhouse at Mark- 
ham Village. He bade her get the 
money and give it to the lawyer man, 
So the damaging evidence leaked 
out. How much wiser to have let 
the solicitor’s clerk visit the privy! 

On ‘the scaffold Turney made a 
rousing speech. He shouted to us 
that he had been a British soldier in 
his day, and was not afeared of 
death. Turney thanked us all kindly 
for the compliment of coming to his 
hanging. It was sorry he was for 
killing the poor man, McPhillips, who 
had never hurted him and had treat- 
ed him as a friend, The crime, he 
told us, had not been planned, but 
was done on the spur of the moment,
